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Report of Parish Council Hceting of 16th October 


Village Hall The Parish Council has sct up a working party to prepare an Architect's 
Brief for the Village Hall. 
Flyover Work has begun. 
Rubbish Mr. Barnes (contact via Information Centre) will arrange for builders' 
rubbish to be removed from newly-occupied houses. Garden rubbish is the 
householder's responsibility to compost, burn, ete. It can be taken to the council 
tip at ill Road, Fen Drayton, weekdays 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Chosterton RDC do operate 
a special collection service at a nominal charge and on request for large items. 
Further details are posted on the Parish Council Notice Board. 
Adoption Phase 6 and Perimeter Road is now under maintenance. Work on Phase 1 is 
due to begin shortly. The gate in the perimeter wall behind Almond Grove 
is to be closed and the gate behind Robin Close widened to 6 feet and a cycle barrier 
erected. These gate changes are duc to the roundabout and flyover improvements. 
Road Markings White lines and street signs will be added as the Adoption programme 
proceeds.

Nunn and Sons in turn will complete these 
phases, and in the terms of a formal agreement with Bar Hill Developments Ltd. will 
continue to manage the Village. They would then expect new phases to be offered to 
them to build. The situation obviously requires more information and we would hope 
to have this available for our AGH. 


Paths on Phase 1 The Developers have asked us to give notice that, following recent 
agreement between themselves and the Highways Department, they will shortly be 
re-laying the spine path and some of the access paths on Phase 1, to bring them 
up to "adoption standard". The Developers apologise for any inconvenience this 
may cause, and have promised to keep this to a minimum.
